Thr Eighth Anoual Meeting of the FNIitultural A*so- 
clatlon. 


SECOND DAT. 

Mr. Geo. Shepard Page, vice-president of the Association, 
read » paper on the “ ship worm," Tertdo nmalil, and Its destruc¬ 
tion of wood In salt water, with specimens of their work In this 
line, as well as the animal In alcohol. Mr. Page has given atten¬ 
tion to this subject, and has a method of treating wood so that It 
la distasteful to the teredo to such an extent that he declines to 
hore In It. This was well shown In a block, one-half of which 
bad teen so treated and placed In the water for a term of years, 
when It was found that the part which had been filled with the 
creosote was untouched, while the remaining half was completely 
honeycombed. 

When Mr. Page had finished, Mr. Henry Steers, the famous 
ablp-bullder, stated that his attention had long ago been called to 
this subject. He had treated wood and sent It to Florida where 
the teredo had destroyed the docking; the treatment was success¬ 
ful, but the expense debarred Its use. 

A very Interesting discussion followed, In which Messrs. Page, 
Steers and Trimbull took part. 

The president, Hon. Robert B. Roosevelt, read a paper on the 
generation of eels,a subject to which he has given much attention 
for some time past. The paper covered all that Is at present known 
of the habits of eels, referred to the mistake made by Prof. Pack¬ 
ard In prematurely announcing the discovery of a male eel; 
.juoted from the Chicago Field and other papers on the subject, 
and read a communication from Mr. James N. Wells on the habits 
of eels, which, though not Intended to be funny, was so ridicu¬ 
lously absurd as to cause much merriment Mr. Roosevelt ex¬ 
pressed his belief that Long Island eels breed In fresh as well as 
salt water. 

Mr. Seth Green spoke of the practice of selling young whltefish 
for “ herring or cisco. He said that many people think that 
everything the size of a herring it a herring, and claimed that a 
cooked specimen, brought from his hotel (about nine Inches long), 
was a two-year-old whltefish, and recommended that measures lie 
taken to protect this fish from Joeing sold In an Immature state. 

Mr. Fred: Mather read a paper on the construction and man¬ 
agement of public aquaria, In which, by means of an elevated 
reservoir, and a new system of aeration, he claimed to be able 
to save nine-tenths of the cost of pumping, as with hts plan It 
would only be necessary to run the pump for about ten horns In 
the week Instead of day and night as under the old system. 

Mr. Chas. Hallock spoke on the destruction of fish by volcanic 
action In the Gulf of Mexico, and showed a piece of pumice- 
stone thrown up by a sub-marine volcano. 

A letter was received from Prof. Fuller, with a specimen of the 
hug, Bdottoma grandis , which mentioned yesterday as so 
destructive to fish. > 

A discussion of the eel question followed, by Mr. Roosevelt, 
Dr. Trimbull and Mr. Green: the latter gentleman denied ever 
saying that eels were hybrids, and when Mr. Blackford showed an 
eel with full ovaries, Mr. Green said: “If this Is spawn, It Is what 
we have always called eel-fat; there are no eels above Lake Onta¬ 
rio except those which have been placed there.’’ 

Mr. Blackford stated that after October, the spawn Is always 
more or less developed, and the specimen from which Mr. Math¬ 
er counted the eggs was caught at Gravesend, L. I., and thought 
It Mr. Roosevelt had possessed the facilities which he had in 
Fulton Market, they might have been discovered before. The eel 
shown to-day was from Cape Vincent. He believed that male 
eels are small. 

On motion, a recording secretary was added to the list of offi¬ 
cers; and a nominating committee, consisting of Messrs. Evarts, 
Weeks, and Ward, was appointed to nominate officers for the en¬ 
suing year, and a recess was taken. 

On resuming, the following officers were nominated and elected 
for the year: 

President, Hon. Robert B. Roosevelt; Vice-President, Geo. 
Shepard Page; Treasurer, Eugene G. Blackford; Corresponding 
Secretary, Barnet Phillips; Recording Secretary, James Annin 
Jr. Executive Committee, Fred. Mather, B. L. Hewitt, G. Brown 
Ooode, Samuel Wllmot, Benjamin West, Dr. Theodore GUI and 
Thomas B. Ferguson. 

The president called attention to the work on Game Fishes 
about to be Issued by Charles Scribner's Sons, of New "York, with 
plates by Kilbourn and text by Prof. Goode, of the 8mlthsonIan 
Institution. 

Mr. B. Phillips presented a paper on “Prehistoric Fishing," 
Illustrated by specimens of ancient hooka from tbeFenardent col¬ 
lection, which was In his usual happy vein. 

Mr. Thompson spoke on the CaUfornla salmon, but no new 
facts were stated. 

By request, Mr. Mather read a short paper on the early history 
of the Association; for although but eight years old, Its early rec¬ 
ords were loosely kept, and In fact the society has no report of Its 
first meeting. Of the founders of the association, but two are 
now left In It,—Mr. Livingston Stone and Mr. Mather. It was 
originally Intended as a protective organisation for trout breed¬ 
ers, but at the first meeting It took broader ground, and still Is 
growing In Influence and usefulness. 

Mr. James Annin showed a box In which he had just brought 
•pawn from Caledonia, and Mr. Mather exhibited a photogram of 
the refrigerating box In which he took eggs to Europe. Mr. 
Fage referred to the International Fishery Exhibition, at Berlin 
,n 1880, and offered Information to any who might wish It In re¬ 
gard to forwarding articles, and on motion the meeting adjourned 
until March or April, 1880, the time to be selected by the execu¬ 
tive committee. 

The meeting was not as Interesting as usual; It lacked the solid 
articles on fish culture which usually come from the United 
States Fish Commission, with their reports on the progress In 
fish culture during the year, and It was a source of regret that 
the time of meeting was such as to debar them from attending. 
This will be remedied another year, as the association wlth- 
mn Professor Baird, Messrs. Milner, Goods and Bean la like the 
play of Hamlet with " Hla Nibs of Denmark ” left out. The 
Paper read last year by Prof. Goode, on the “Migrations of 
•Tabes,’’ has been ipoksn of as the fineet thing of the kind ever 
laid before the association,and Its continuation waa expected, bat 
he executive committee was not aware, when the date of the 
'Peeling was declded-upoo, thst It would be Impossible for eny 
,n fP ’he Smithsonian to attend.

The popular Idea of preparing for a dinner like tbat la to fast 
for|a week or two; this la all wrong, and we don’t mind telling 
you, on the strict q. t. of course, that a diet of raw, dried apples, 
afterward well soaked with water, will materially Increase the 
capacity of the stomach and thereby render It equal to the emer¬ 
gency. Those fellows who can eat so mnch by reason of having 
the bottom of their stomachs burned off wttb Jersey apple-jack 
are not to be envied, they may need a bottom to It some day, If 
they ever become connected with a newspaper; but return we 
to our fleb. At the bead of the table stood the car of Neptune; 
Old Nep. don’t use It now,as It wasjoaned to President Roosevelt 
to carry him Into the depths of the eel question, and It looked 
fresh and new, and the dolphins who draw It looked sweet In 
their new sugar coats Opposite where Joaquin Miller sat was a 
Venus on the half-shell end Mayor Ely, who Is an honorable sin¬ 
gle gentleman, kept close watch that the erratic poet from “ dead- 
man’s gulch,” whose eye .was In phlue phrenxy rolling, Indnlged 
In no familiarities; while farther down, near the foot of the table, 
was an enormous “ red-snapper, ’the celebrated Luljanut Back- 
fordii, brave In all Ills war paint, with eyes of sugar almonds 
and a dorsal fin of chocolate caramels, gazing fondly up the table 
after hla godfather, who has lately been wandering off after white- 
bait, an Illegitimate combination of small fry, which, like Sena¬ 
tor Nesmith's male, has no pride of ancestry nor hope of posterity, 
and It was pitiful to see the Indifference with which the great 
fishmonger treated his namesake who rose four Inches out of the 
parsley to greet him as he came In with hla white chocker and 
claw-hammer coat and sailed majestically by, while Page, of the 
Brooklyn Kaglt, declares that the poor fish wiped Its eyes with 
Its caudal fin and settled down In the Montpelier butter. 

The salmon, frozen In June for this dinner, had just been 
reached, and was exceedingly good, even If the bill did say, 
“ Darne de salmon,’’ as yon will notice by looking at it. When 
the President arose and began talking about fish In general and 
eels In particular, and at last suggested that tbe proper one to 
tell where tbe little eelys come from was Mayor Eely. As before 
stated, Mr. Eely Is a bachelor and couldn't do It, bat gave a neat 
speech whereby he missed his shad, aa he neglected to secure the 
shad-ow ere the substance faded. 

Messrs. Ford, England, vice-president Page, and others, made 
pleasant speeches, and kept the table In a roar, and then Wan- 
keen (we spell It by ear late In the eveulug) Miller stated some 
facta about fish. He said: “There are stream* In Oregon where 
tbe trout are so thick that bridges are useless; we Just drive right 
over their backs. I was once fishing In a lake which had a petri¬ 
fied forest In the bottom, and one could look over the side of the 
boat and see tbe fish roosting In tbe branches below. In less than 
an boor I caught a gunny-hag full. This la the cold truth, and 
as for salmon, on my father'* farm we built a fence to keep them 
off the gnae which they often (polled when Jumping too far. These 
are facta, gentlemen, and If yon don't believe them go and see for 
yourselves.” 

The applause testified that no one doubted the poet's facts, and 
toast and speech followed. Tbe chtfi triumph was tbe terrapin 
which Baltimoreans say cannot be properly served outelde of 
Maryland, bat we salt them In future to except the Metropolitan, 
and aa for the wlues, they were like those described by the old 
miner; said be: “ 'Twan't none of that stuff that makes a man 
fling hla coat off and declare he can lick any one In the bouse, 
but that sort that make* a fallow raise his flaw tenderly, and 
•ay, 1 Joe, my old pard, I’m a lookin’ at ysr.' ” 


The Dolphin. 

Tbe dolphins belong to the carious species of marine mammalia 
called cetacea. They Inhabit almost every sea In the world, 
though the finest specimens are found In the Mediterranean. 
Like the whale and the porpoise, they have a clumsy body, small 
eyes and sharp jaws, bat with one distinguishing beauty, to wblcb 
Barry Cornwall alludes In his poem on the sea: 

“ The whale It whistled, the porpoise rolled 
And the dolphins bared lAtlr backs of gold." 

They often follow In the wake of vessels, making the sea s 
sheet of brilliant color by their prismatic tints. 

Brought forth In purple, cradled In vermilion. 

Baptized In molten gold, and wreathed In dan. 

Glittering like crescents o'er s Turk s pavilion. 

And blending all the colors Into one. 

The naturalists of our day give a scientific explanation of 
this phenomenon of their many hues, and tell us how It Is caused 
by changes on the surface by muscular action; bnt long ago, be¬ 
fore people needed an encyclopedia to tell them what they saw, 
the sailors, cruising about the shores of Greece and Asia Minor, 
noticed this sea wonder and told all sorts of fish stories about It. 
'• Oh ye dell clone fables I when the wave 

And wood were peopled, and the sir wllh things 
8o lovely I Why t Oh, why has science grave 
Scattered afar yonr great Imaginings!” 

Though the dolphin waa sometimes called, from the shape of 
Its jaw, the sea goose, yet the ancients evidently meant no dis¬ 
respect by the title, for they adopted It as the sacred emblem 
which has so often puzzled antiquarians. The Greeks, too, ac¬ 
credited the dolphin with supernatural wisdom, and, believing 
that he was consecrated to Apollo, gave his name to the famous 
Delphic oracle. Somewhat later he figures In the charming myth 
of Arlon, the Lesbian mustdan, who went to Sicily to compete 
for the prize in harmony; on his way home some avaricious 
sailors who had no music In their souls, proved themselves “fit 
for treason, strategy and spoil” by plotting to throw him over¬ 
board and seize his treasure. In answer to his prayers, however, 
they granted him permission to play one tune, after which, grasp¬ 
ing bis lyre, he leaped Into the sea. Spenser describes the scene 
on the vessel just before Arlon makes the desperate plunge: 

Then was there beard a most celestial sound 
Of dainty music which did next ensue. 

And, on the Hosting waters as enthroned, 

Arlon with his harp unto him drew 
The ears and hearts of all thst goodly crew, 

Even when tbe dolphin, which him bore 
Th oogta the Egean sea from pirates' view. 

Stood still, uatonlshod at hla lore 
And all the raging seas for Joy forgot to roar. 

No sooner did Arlon touch the water than the appreciative dol¬ 
phin which had followed the ship, charmed by tbe concord of 
sweet sound, rescued him from the watery grave and bore him 
to his destination st Corinth, where he appeared before the sailors 
on tbelr arrival, In such splendor as to " make mad the guilty, 
and amaze Indeed the very faculties of eyes and ears." 

Perhaps It Is owing to this 111 tarn that sailors to this day have 
a prejudice against the flesh of the dolphin as food. They be¬ 
lieve it to be unwholesome and sometimes poisonous. Tbe last 
question they have a singular way of testing. Into the same pot 
In which they boll the dolphin, they drop a piece of silver money. 
If It comes out untarnished the meat Is pronounced fit for tbe mess; 
If, on the other hand, It does not pass tbe “ hard money" test, It 
Is thrown overboard, and It Is to be feared, does not find Arlon 
ready to return tbe favors of Its ancestors. How much of the 
sailor’s theory Is trustworthy, and how much superstition, It la 
hard to say. Tbe flesh Is probably not poisonous, but, being 
tougb and dry, may well prove Indigestible and disturb the slum¬ 
bers of the experimenting tar as be tosses in his hammock. The 
Romon Catholics of a few centuries ago regarded this food very 
differently. As, In those days there was no distinction made be¬ 
tween fish and cetacea, such as the whale, porpoise and dolphin, 
the Romanists were allowed to eat freely, even In Lent, of the 
flesh of the dolphin, though In fact, It Is as much meat as beef, 
mutton or venison. 

There Is a tradition not very well founded, that when one of 
a shoal of dolphins Is wounded, the rest unite, like the political 
Journals In a campaign, to pull him to pieces. But leaving the 
realms of fiction, and coming down to the scarcely less romantic 
region of French chivalry, we again find our friend, the dolphin, 
In high feather, figuratively and literally, for be was borne on 
the coat of arms, surmounted by the waving plumes of the French 
princes of the blood. Like our own eagle, he was rather too 
symbolic of freebootlng rapacity for the national emblem of a 
civilized country, but he was also atype of power and traditionally 
of Intelligence. In his honor the sunny province In the south of 
France, before tbe stormy days of the revolution, was called Dau- 
phlne, and tbence tbe belr apparent to tbe throne took his title 
of the Daupbln. 

Thus we trace the history of the dolphin from the remote ages, 
when tact and fable were so closely Intertwined that all the power 
of modern research has never been able wholly to disentangle 
their roots, and It Is carious to aoto what an Imperial place he 
holds, both In myth and In history. In every Instance he Is mode 
the type of tbe highest development of the country, tbe national 
Ideal. In Egypt, the land of the sphinx and the solemn mysteries 
of tbe pyramids, he was the emblem of wisdom. Among the 
music-loving Greeks he was known is the giver of Apollo's lyre, 
and the Franks, whose ruling passion was foreign conquest and 
territorial aggrandizement, bore him before tbelr conquering 
troops as the symbol of power. It seems as If all the attributes 
of the dolphin had thus been exhausted and there waa no mate¬ 
rial left for scientific observer or Imaginative dreamer. Yet one 
fact, bla wonderful brilliancy In death, escaped the ancients and 
has furnished the modern poets with an endless number of simi¬ 
les, of which, perhaps the most beautiful, and certainly tbe most 
famous, Is Byron’s dlscrlptlon of s sunset.

The Prize List of the New York Duff show. 

The following is the prize list of the Westminster Kennel Club’s 
third annual show,which takes place at Gilmore’s G»rden, April 
8, 9, 10 and 11; also the rules aod regulations which will govern 
the show. We regret to see that separate classes for the natives 
have been omitted. Last year the abolishment of separate classes 
for the native and Imported dogs reduced the number of entries, 
and we are afraid this year the result will be the same. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 

This bench show will be held under tbe rules a* adopted by the Phil¬ 
adelphia and Westminster Kennel Clubs, aa follows: 

1. The terra dog where nsed In tbeee rules Is general in Its applica¬ 
tion, end Includes bitches and puppies, unless they are otherwise men- 
Honed. Tne term puppy Is restricted to dogs under one year of age. 

2. Every person who enters a dog for exhibition must be bis bona 

flat, owner (or the doly authorised agent of his owoer) at tbe time of 
closing the entries, snd must Identify blm tn tbe entry by bis name 
and if known, his age, and also If known, the names of his sire and' 
dam. If the name of a dog which has won a Aral prize bo* been 
changed, bis name at the time of his winning any and every such prize, 
and tbe place thereof, as well as bis present name, must be given, if 
Ibe names of bit sire snd dam are not known, be must be entered "ped¬ 
igree unknown.” * 

8. If a dog shall be entered without being Identlfled, as directed in 
rule 2, be will thereby be dlequallfled from competition, and shall for¬ 
feit all eulry foes, and soy prize which may have been awarded to him. 

4. Puppies may compete in grown classes, except In classes where 
they ore especially excluded, snd will be Judged ae If matured. 

5. A dog which ha*, when a puppy, won a frst prize lu a puppy class, 
Is not thereby disqualified from competition In a class where flret prize 
winners are excluded. 

6. A dog to compete In s champion class, must have won s Unit prtxe 
In an open clue at Springfield, New York, St. Louie, Philadelphia. 
Baltimore, Boston. '78, Detroit. St. Paul or Pittsburgh, snd n dog hav¬ 
ing won a flret prlzs at any show held as above, caonot compete In an 
open class when there Is a champion class for his kind, but must com¬ 
pete lo sucb champion clam. 

7. A dog affactad with mange or other contagions disease la disquali¬ 
fied from exhibition, and on tbs veterinarian of tha show giving hla 
certificate lo tb*t effect to tbe committee of management, shall be Im¬ 
mediately excluded or removed from the show, and aball forfeit any 
prize which may bare been awarded to him 

8. The scales of points given In the third edition of the "Doga of tbe 
Britten islands.” by J. II. Walsh (Stonehenge) will be used by the 
Judges, wben nocesaary. In Judging tbe doga. 

9. in any claaa where there la only one dog entered for competition 
It he poeraseee enfflclent excellence to deserve a prlxe. tha Judges will 
award lo blm tbe prize which he la deserving of, whether it be first 
second, ov third: sud they are not to award a prise In any class where 
no dog possseses sufficient excellence to ontlUe nlm lo a prist In case 
two d ga In the same Clara possess equal merit, and ono has an authen¬ 
ticated pedigree, and the other has oot, tha dog with the pedigree will 
be preterrealn awarding the prise. 

10. Tne decision of the Judges will be final tn all cases; except where 
mistake, fraud, misrepresentation or collusion ran he shown; In any 
such cue the committee ol appeal mast decide all qaeallona. except 
those of merit, and the dog may be rejndged. 

11. Any protest as to the qualification of a dog for competition, must 
be mode before tbe cloee of the show, end may t» Investigated at tbs 
lime, or within ten days thereafter A charge of fraudulent entry or 
false description matt-be made within one month efter the close or the 
•how, and may be luvtsUgated within two months after the charge la 
made. All protests and cnargra most be made In writing and lodged 
with the committee of meoagetnent.

»good appetizer. Tbla ehould be remembered by people who 
own delicate yoang doge, who are bad doers, as It Is called. The 
extract Is most easily administered—from three to eight grains 
In the form of a bolus, with the same quantity of extract of dan¬ 
delion, and a quantum luff. Of liquorice powder. Some people 
bellere that quassia possesses narcotic powers. One thing at 
least Is certain—flees and other vermin that Infest the coats of 
dogs are put to sleep by a solution of quassia wood so effect¬ 
ually that they fall to wake again. 

But regarding salt In tbe dog’s food. We ourselres Invariably 
use It In small quantities—just a flavoring—and Invariably And 
It productive of good. Salt Is found In every cne of the secre¬ 
tions, being largely present In the blood. 

It not only aids secretion, but, In our opinion, renders the ab¬ 
sorption of the food more certain and easy. We do not claim 
for salt the power of rendering the dog to whom It Is supplied a 
bit better as regards condition; but this we know: It renders 
the skin more pliant and supple, and greatly Improves the coat— 
facts that Intending exhibitors would do well to lay to heart. The 
milk, too, of suckling bitches Is, If they are supplied with a little 
■alt, rendered larger In quantity and of superior quality. Bitches, 
too, should not want It while In pup, If large and healthy progeny 
Is wanted; nor should stud dogs, for salt undoubtedly Increases 
tbe animal’s power of stock-getting.— X. Periencb, in IAue Slock 
Journal. 

Aconite in Ills temper. 

McKinney, Texas. 

Eorros Chicago Field :—On the 84th day of February I was 
sitting in my office enjoying the Chicago Field when our city 
marshal, Captain John N. Davis, entered and told me he had 
called to get me to make a prescription for his pup that bad dis¬ 
temper very badly. 

The pup Is a very fine one and the only fine blood that any 
of our club own. It Is a general favorite among ns and we are 
very anxious that It should be raised and trained. 

The pup had been sick for a week with alP-the symptoms of 
distemper, great difficulty In brealhlDg, nose hot and dry, severe 
cough, matter and tears running from the eyes, twltchlngs In the 
muscles of tbe shoulders, want of steadiness in Its gait, when It 
would attempt to walk Its legs would cross and seem to tangle up, 
there seemed to be Involuntary action of the muscles of tbe shoul¬ 
ders, want of appetite, ref using to take any nourishment whatever, 
pup four months and four days old and well grown for Its age. 

“ Well,’’ said I, “John, I am rather a poor dog doctor, but will 
do the best I can for the pup." I then called his attention to 
the article In the Chicago Field of February 33d, from San 
Antonio, Texas, and written by A. Lyman Bingham, in which he 
recommended aconite and belladonna In distemper. 

For the want of something better Jitold John we would try 
Bingham’s remedy. I gave him the paperLand he read It over, 
and then said he would leave It to me. So the infinitesimal doses 
were determined on. As I am an alopathlc I had but little con¬ 
fidence In the remedial agent In such small doses, but as I had 
seen so many young dogs die, and but few get well from distem¬ 
per, I felt willing to give It a trial. 

As I did not know where to obtain the first dilution of aconite, 
as recommended by Mr. Bingham, Sllden’s fluid extract was sub¬ 
stituted. 

I took a two ounce vial, washed it clean SDd filled It with pure 
cistern water and attempted to drop In two drops of the extract 
of aconite, but three drops went Into the vial; the extract seemed 
very thin and the drops small, so I concluded to try It as It was. 

He was directed to give a teaspoonful every half hour until re¬ 
lief from the urgent symptoms was obtained; when the twltchlngs 
became better and the breathing easier, It was to be given only 
every hour, then every two or three hours, and finally discontin¬ 
ued when quite relieved. 

He was to give the first dose at 10 a. m. and report progress at 
8 o’clock p. m. At 8 o’clock that evening he reported the pup 
much better. He was directed to lengthen the time between doses 
to every hour, and if still better, to two, and three hours. On 
the morning of the 35th he reported the pup as almost entirely 
well; cough gone, twltchlngs gone, appetite good, steadiness in 
gait as good as before taken sick, and to all appearances almost 
as well as ever. 

The lnflnltesslmal doses were given from 10 o’clock In the 
forenoon of the 24tli every half hour until three In the afternoon 
of the same day, the time was lengthened to every hour during 
the night. On the 25th It took only four doses and on the 28th 
three doses. 

At this writing, a week after tbe aconite was given, the pup 
Is entirely well, so far having had no relapse. The belladonna 
was not given, as there seemed to be no call for It. 

I report this case to try and get other brother sportsmen to 
give the remedy a trial should opportunity offer. This Is a single 
case, and, as Arnold Burges has very truly said one swallow does 
not make a Summer, I should have to hear of the aconite being 
more extensively tried and favorably reported before I could re¬ 
ceive It as a remedial agent for the certain cure of distemper. ' 
But Marshal Davis’pup did get well and took nothing but the 
aconite. 

I shall try the aconite again the first good opportunity, aud If 
1 still think It possesses virtues in controlingdistemper, the dread 
disease from which the American sportsmen lose more of their 
fine dogs than all other diseases combined, I will let you bear 
from me again on the subject. Lazy Aleck.

Editoh Chicago Field;— The following may be of use to G. 
T. Y., In Issue of March 1: 

First, obtain from a friend an old staunch dog that will pay lit¬ 
tle attention to the freaks of a young dog; allow them to ramble 
together often at home, so they will become thoroughly ac¬ 
quainted. You will now proceed with both to the field where you 
know there Is a bevy of quails, taking a eheckcord about twenty 
feet long and strong peg attached. Keep her weU In, letting the 
old dog do the finding, and when he makes his point keep cool: 
don’t get excited; allow her to approach dlthln a few feet of 
the dog, where she will see bow he stands his game, and there 
fasten her with the peg; she at end of checkcord cannot rush in. 

You now have her under control, bo let them remain a few 
minutes, speaking lowly, steady! steady! good dog! Step up In 
front of old dog and flush the covey, shooting but one; carefully 
mark where It falls, also the flight of bevy. Return to your dogs; 
having a few crackers In your pocket give her one or .two and 
pat her, when she will feel you are pleased. Leave the old dog 
at charge, and release her from checkcord, commanding her to 
“seek dead!" When she does find It see how proud she feels 
of her work, feeling she has accomplished the whole business. 
Pat her foDdly anaproceed after tbe birds as before, letting the 
old dog point first. After a few trials your dog will come down 
to a fine stand which will please you just as well as the old dog’s 
point. 

I thought ere this to give my little experience on puppies 
chasing, as the dog I now own would chase invariably both quails 
and rabbits, In spite of calling. I always stood still until he came 
back and then boxed his ears saying “ Bad dog!” Last Fall I 
concluded It was time for him to stop, so every time he offered 
to chase I did not Bhoot, but cuffed his ears Instead. The first 
time he understood what I meant I then gave him a cracker 
or two (which I always have with me) and patted him fondly. He 
only ran two or three rabbits and few quails all last Fall, when 
on one afternoon, In tall corn, while reading a quail, I saw three 
rabbits run from near him that he paid no attention to, but kept 
on and established his point on the quails. He Is staunch enough 
now to give me a fair shot over almost every point, and is fast, 
yet cautious. I fear this coming FaU, In Ohio, I shall have to 
shoot the rabbits and let Bob White dig out. R.

Arsenic Acid in Distemper.— Rossville, Kan.— Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field: —I saw a communication in issue of March 1, from R. 
W. Southward, M.D., giving a remedy for distemper In dogs. I 
have used and have frequently seen used the arsenic acid for the 
same disease, and never knew of a failure to cure If judiciously 
given; although I do not doubt the Iodine added to the arsenic 
woul(j be an improvement. The dose of the arsenic acid In bulk 
at first must not be larger than a No. 6 shot, given three or four 
times a day on or In any of the dog’s food. The quantity can be 
increased as deemed best. I first learned this remedy years ago 
from the lamented G. W. Cooter—a successful handler of dogs In 
days gone by, at Leavenworth, Kan.—who always treated dis¬ 
temper in this way. Do X ,

of the utmost Importance to sportsmen who desire to gain the 
maximum of sport and pleasure at the minimum of toll and 
fatigue We are not all possessed of the physique of Captaiu 
Bogardus, AbP'Kleinman, 8. H. Turrill, T. ,1. South and some 
others we could mention, yet are as fond of shooting. The 
question Is then a vital one to the sportsman of ordinary stature 
whether with a light gun he can get as much. If not more game 
than he could with the young howitzers used by some of our 
“killing” men! The ordinary exertion of a tramp behind a 
brace of dogs Induces a large escape of animal matter from the 
system, and consequent fatigue. Every ounce in the gun tells as Is 
demonstrated by the fact that towardsnlght the weight of the gun 
Is appreciated. The heavier the more rapid the exhaustion, both 
from carrying and repeatedly raising to the shoulder. Correspond¬ 
ing with the exhaustion Is the accuracy or Inaccuracy of the aim.

AN AMERICAN ARTIST. 

Our readers, perhaps, have not forgotten the elaborate criticism 
which appeared In onr columns a short time since, reproduced 
from the London Athenmm, regarding the works of the distin¬ 
guished American animal sculptor, Mr. Edward Kemeys. Mr. 
Kemeys la on the plains gathering fresh material to resume his 
artistic labors upon his return to Europe. 

Col.Tboa. Plcton writes us: 

“I received recently, a few lines from Mr. Edward Kemeys, 
the distinguished American animal sculptor, whose works created 
a most favorable Impression In London, aa you will undoubtedly 
reinember, from an elaborate criticism, orlglually appearing In the 
LondOD Athenaeum and reproduced In your columns. Mr. Kemeys 
Is at present on the plalpi In Colorado, engaged In making, under 
considerable difficulties, a»to an uopropltlous time and season, 
sketches from life, of our animals on their native wilds and 
woods, having prosecuted this long and expensive trip across the 
Atlantic, and over half oar continent simply to refresh his mein- 
ory and to gather additional material with which to resume artis¬ 
tic labors upon his return to Europe. Although a decidedly 
young man, and accursed, as I am Inclined to Imagine for his own 
advancement professionally, with otherwise commendable mod¬ 
esty, Mr. Kemeys has left bis mark In the European art world, 
especially at Paris, where one of his productions was admitted for 
exhibition In the Salon, a favor never accorded others th|m artists 
of recognized merit. The original of this composition, represent¬ 
ing a spirited contest between a buffalo and four grey wolves, has 
been brought to this city for temporary Inspection during Ills stay 
In bis native land, and is at present placed upon public view In 
the art department, at Tiffany & Co.’s establishment In Union 
8quare, where It should be visited by all sportsmen interested In 
developement of a branch of the fine arte peculiarly characteristic 
of our nationality, and of a more than ordinary Importance In be¬ 
queathing to posterity, faithful monuments of Indigenous animals 
ultimately destined to Ignominious extinction. Mr. Kemeys 
writes: “I am In fine health and as strong as a bull buffalo in this 
pure air. The snow, however, has been a great drawback. Ever 
since I came, It has fallen almost Incessantly, aDd even now, the 
plains are covered with it However, I have worked like a beaver 
and filled my portfolio with sketches and dimensions, which you 
shall see upon my return. Puma, grey wolf, black-tailed deer, 
antelope and hares, so far, have been exhaustively dealt with, 
many times through heavy snow drifts, up craggy rocks, benumbed 
with the Intense cold when I attempted to sketch, but my work 
repays me fully, and I boast satisfaction of havtag dealt with tbc 
animals In tbetr native wilds and woods also.’ As Mr. Kemeys 
contemplates a return to Europe at an early day, I would suggest 
to our American sporting gentlemen desirous of ornamenting 
their botnes with truly artistic portraitures of American wild 
game In their characteristic vlvtdlty and action to obtain copies 
In bronze or other material of specimens of our native sculptor’s 
masterly compositions, as I cannot conceive a more commendable 
or appropriate method in decoration of the hearthslde of an en¬ 
thusiastic admirer of wild sports.” 
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FIGURE OF MERIT AS MADE ON NOV. 4. 
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shows the geuulue features of a sportsman s show. Non 
sporting dogs we are foud of, and we recognize that they lire a 
legitimate adjunct to a show of sporting dogs, but when we visit a 
show we no more think of looking at the poodles, and other 
non-sporting dogs, before we sec the sporting dogs than we should 
think of beginning our dinner with lee cream and cakes. When 
we have taken in the substantial features of the show—the sport¬ 
ing classes—as with ditiner, after we have eaten the substantiate 
and arc ready for, as we heard a Frenchman once express It “dose 
tings vltcb a mau ean eat ven he has eat so much he can’t eat 
any more,” we are then ready for the non-sporting classes. Be¬ 
cause In Eagland they commence a prize list with the non-sport¬ 
ing dogs Is .no reason we should do It here. The patrons of 
shows here and there differ entirely. Here we have thirty If not 
fifty men who shoot over dogs, to one there. The ejiortemm there 
arc In a minority at the shows; the doggy men—the dog fanciers 
proper, preponderate. The reverse Is the case In America, and 
the Philadelphia Kennel Club recognizes the fact. 

Name and reputation qre accounted of more value In Philadel¬ 
phia, than In most places m\ America, and to the Philadelphian 
nothing la so annoying aa a frilure or so distasteful as the question¬ 
able character of a success. The Philadelphia Kennel Club la not 
an exception to this rule. It Is one of the last clubs In the field; 
but though last, It Is not the least. The club comprises not only 
the cream of the sportsmen of Philadelphia but the ere me > le la 
creme of Philadelphia's most respected and Influential cltlxena. It 
la a year since this club was organized, since which time arrange¬ 
ments tending to the coming show have been In progress, until 
now perfected the club stands In the frout among the large ken¬ 
nel clubs of the country. With tbc true sportsman’s Instincts, 
guided by the true sportsman’s ethics, to aid no special strain of 
dogs to the front, nor to the acquisition of money for any ulte¬ 
rior object, but to encourage and stimulate a proper Bp rlt of em¬ 
ulation to Improve the sportsmen’s dogs—the reai object of bench 
shows—have these gentlemen come to the front. 

The liberality of tbe prizes reflect the spirit of the men who 
offer them; the real objects of their show, since they neither 
breed as a club nor sell, reflect the unselfish motives of tbelr 
undertaking, which combined commend them In the 
highest measure to the support of tbe sportsmen of 
America, which we are sure they will receive. But while feel¬ 
ing confident that their labors wlU be fully appreciated; yet 
we wlah to urge our readers to send their dogs to tbetr show 
We guarantee them protection In their rights, honesty In the 
awards, and a cordial welcome from the gentlemen composing 
tbe club, for while Philadelphia le metropolitan she Is not so 
metropolitan ae with her growth to have loet the traditional 
characteristics of the ancestors of her citizens.

> PROMISES OF REFORM. 

The National Rifle Association about this time last year was 
getting Into uncomfortably warm water from which It escaped by 
the untimely death of Gen. Dakin. This gentleman and expert 
marksman having marked the Inefficiency of the National Rifle 
Association to fill the place It had assumed for Itself became the 
leader of the legion of the dissatisfied, who by his sudden demise 
were for the time being quieted la their opposition. 

The reassuinptlon of national authority by the organization 
which is now known as the National Rifle Association of America 
has aroused the feelings of the prominent New England marks¬ 
men who have made through Captain W. H. Jackson, the Boston 
expert, much of which we have often reiterated, which 1 b as fol¬ 
lows: + 

“The National Rifle Association should be national, and not bound 
up altogether In the local Interests of New York. The riflemen of the 
country are well pleased that tbe National Rifle Association should 
take the lead In directing the movement, but their action last yearsnd 
for some time past has looked as If they Intended to frown down the 
long range portion of the sport and to cultivate the military element at 
its expense. For example, last year there was no harmony among the 
board of directors of the National Rifle Association on the subject of 
the ' walk over,' and obstacles were put in tbe way of tbe team to pre¬ 
vent men from shooting their near*# Also, the board of directors sud¬ 
denly changed the conditions upon which the team was to shoot, with¬ 
out the consent of Its members. For Instance, the winning team 
formerly had the right of naming the time and place for shooting the 
subsequent match, nut last year the National Rifle Association direct¬ 
or* took this recognized privilege away and arbitrarily aaeumed Itthem- 
selves. Also with regard to the poese-slon of the Palma, the captain 
of the winning teem in years gone by was tba acknowledged custodian 
of tbe Palma; and last year, though the team was supposed to have 
charge of the trophy--a* the ceremony of presenting it to them at Ull 
more's Garden ehowe--lhe director* of the Natlo .si Rifle Aaeocialion 
took possession of it snd still conlroled it, -o that It Is no longsr In the 
keeplug of lbs team the: won It.” 

' jt is rumored that Captain Jackson’s expression of tbe feelings 
of riflemen regarding the failings of the National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion of America, has had Its effect upon the policy of that organ¬ 
ization, and that it will be less local and more national In scope 
this year. This Is Indicated by tbe committee appointed to make 
arrangements for the International Trophy contest recommending 
tbe use of some other range than that of Creedmoor. 

If the National Rifle Association deserves to live ss a national 
association It-must cease to be not only local, but tbe close com¬ 
munion, mutual admiratratloo association it has been. It baa 
always seemed to us the most ridiculous assumption of s title 
when It styled Itself the National Rifle Association. If NewYork 
and Brooklyn had comprised the nation It would not even then 
have been national, for but tbe favored few bad tbe entre to the 
charmed circle. 

It to hard for the leopard to fihange bis spots, equally so for a 
camel to go through the eye of a needle, but difficult though both 
of these feats are, equally so will It be for the National (1) Rifle 
Association of America to become national. But we hope the 
promise of reform will not be delusive to thoee who wish to sec 
a National Association what It should be.

Tbe Waterloo Cup of 1879 will be memorable for many reasons. 
The accident to Coomassle, tbe winner of '77 and '78, and tbe 
btd weather combined to detract from the general Interest taken 
In the contest; add to this the fallure of several promloeut favor, 
(tea to appear and there to little wonder at tbe apathy of those 
present, which, while s crowd, was nothing equal to last year. 

The draw resulted very favorably to thoee having the pride of 
place In the loug odds betting as they were nearly all drawn. 
apart from each other and their ch’ince* Improved thereby. The 
belting was not aa brink aa on former occasions, being confined 
to professionals, which by our English cotemporarles to ascribed 
to the stringency In financial circles. 

The opening day was one of unusual pleasantness, and hares 
were tonnd In great abundance, and though fairly strong, consid¬ 
ering the hard Winter they have endured, there were many 
weak ones which rendered the courses after them unsatisfactory 
The Aral round was remarkable for tbe knocking dowo of nearly 
all the favorites, but so poor was the general coursing that no

Urst dsy’s running left au equal number of dogs and bitches In 
tbs third round. 

Thursday (the second day) opened as differently as possible 
from the day previous, and the change was worthy even of our 
Ute eccentric weather, and was so great that a postponement 
ess forced. The prospects for Friday were at first no better, as 
there was a sharp frost wit h the ground all snow covered, but 
when the sun came out the SHOW was cleared and the ground 
was found good going. Hares were again numerous, but In many 
esses weaker than on the proceeding day. The favorites 
were again slaughtered, but those who were left In the last four 
all earned their places by conspicuous merit over ther adversa¬ 
ries. The four left wore Plunger, Commerce, Mlsterton and 
Regal Court. Their original backers and nominators were all In 
s good position to make a small fortune, as the four were 
all rank outsiders at the draw. The betting was against Plum 
ger 1,000 to 18, against Commerce, 1,000 to 14, against Mlster¬ 
ton 1,000 to 8, against Regal Court 1,000 to 5. At the close of 
the fourth round they were still fancied In the order named above 
but at 2 to 1, 7 to 4, 5 to 1, and 8 to 1. 

Contango Is the sire of Commerce out of the celebrated Cha¬ 
meleon, and of Mlsterton out of Lina, and bids fair to have the 
winner and runner up of this Important event to his credit. The 
courses of Commerce seem to Indicate her possession of all the 
marked characteristics of her dam's early career, and her owner 
may have In her a Coomassle. . 

The meeting had to be carried over to Saturday and as our sub¬ 
sequent English exchanges have not yet come to hand our read 
era must wait until next week for further particulars. 

A FALSE PROPHET. 

The Forest and Stream last week, with that Inconsistency for 
which It Is as characteristic as for unreliability and piracy,opened 
again the Davidson question, notwithstanding it had announced 
its columns closed to It, to predict that we would prove a false 
prophet for our statement some time since that “Mr. Davidson’s 
sendees as a judge are ended, for with the odor of the Minnesota 
trials on him, no show can have him, and no man who would 
value a prise would care to contend for It before him as a judge, 
for with the prize would go suspicion of Its having been unfairly 
gained, and with suspicion on the winner, more honor would 
there be with the defeated dog.” 

When we predicted that Mr. Davldeon’s services had ended In 
the judges' ring, we did so presuming that the kennel clubs, hav¬ 
ing for their object the Improvement of dogs, could not conscien¬ 
tiously and would not appoint as a judge one to whom the 
slightest bad odor attached. A prize awarded by Mr. Davidson 
can not possess the value It would but for his conduct In the 
Minnesota field trials. Mr. Davidson by the testimony of men 
whose word can not be questioned has been proven to be guilty 
ol favoritism unbecoming a judge—to have lent himself as a will¬ 
ing tool to making unjust awards. He went so far even as to 
offer to bet certain strains of dogs which he was to judge would 
not win. 8uch a man Is totally out of place in the judges’ ring. 

If the remarks of Forest and Stream are to be considered ex 
cathedra that Mr. Davtd-on is to be appointed judge at the West¬ 
minster Kennel Club’s show, we regret that the club should have 
so far forgotten the duty it owes to the sportsmen of America to 
keep bench shows free from taint, and to Its own fair name to 
keep the awards at Its show free from tarnish, but instead to 
allow Itself to be made a cat’s paw of a rival paper, whose only 
object In espousing Mr. Davidson’s cause and stifling truth was 
simply to be In opposition to the Cuicaoo Field, hoping thereby 
to reap some benefit. 

We I ell (he Westminster Kennel Club and the sportsmen of 
America that this cannot be narrowed down to the interests of 
uewspapers. A broader, more comprehensive and more im¬ 
portant view must be taken of It. The Cuicaoo Field does not 
want a cat’s paw, and therefore does not ask for one. It proposes 
lostand on Its merit, and to stamp out fraud wherever it li da it. 
The sportsmen must take the same stand. The disrepute the 
trotting turf fell into-so great that to be connected with It 
c»used the reputation of the individual to be questioned— 
should be taken as a warning. To day many are kept from It 
who object to the taint yet on it Unless our bench shows and 
Held trials are zealously guarded It will tie but a short time before 
the honest men will have nothing to do with them, and they will 
•Ink into the same disrepute that the trotting turf was In, and is 
yet in to a great extent. 

Where there Is smoke there Is sure to be fire, Is a trite adage. 

To place a man In the position of judge, whom thousands of 
people believe to have been guilty of unfair conduct, more than 
enough to disqualify him as a judge, ls,5f not placing a pre¬ 
mium on corruption, at least withholding the punishment due 
him. Every man who exhibits a dog before such a judge shows 
himself to be less regardful of the purity and best Interests of 
bench shows than of the paltry prize he may gain. And what is 
TOch a prize worth! Smirched with the reputation of the judge, 
which not even the position and standing of the recipient can 
efface, It proves less than a barren honor, for it brings with it a 
question of having been fairly won. Placing with such a judge 
two associate judges does not affect the case, for a drop of Ink 
will color a pint of the purest water. The color of the Ink Is 
lessened, but the purity of the water Is destroyed Perhaps the 
•ssodate Judges never considered the questionable position they 
will be placing themselves In. 

No, gentlemen, we raise our voice against this loose morality 
which appoints or accepts as a judge a man over whom 
bangs the blackest of clouds. Keep shows pure and free 
bom the rascality of other contests; and In no way can It be 
tone excepting by ostracising those who have been guilty of dis¬ 
honest practices In connection with them. 

It Is time, we think, that the Westminster Kennel Club an¬ 
nounced their Judges. Exhibitors have a right to know who will 
udge their doge. He who enters a dog not knowing who will 
judge It, shows himself lacking In Judgment and regardless of 
own Interests; and under existing circumstances regardless of 
‘“c Interest and purltyof shows.

The Massachusetts Game Law.— We are pleased to know 
thut the bill Introduced into the Massachusetta legislature by 
the Massachusetts Kennel Club, has passed the 8enate. We hope 
it will pass the House. The passage of a game law is not so easy 
a matter as those who have not experience Imagine. Many pre¬ 
judices have to be overcome. Not only the game dealers, but the 
farmers have to be contended against The former, with a few 
exceptions, desire to-sell game at any and all times; the latter 
maintain their right to snare the game on their land. To legis¬ 
late against this privilege is regarded as an lnfringmcnt ln the 
strongest sense on the right of the property-holder. Legislatures 
are easily Influenced by both classes,because but few of them being 
sportsmen, they fail to appreciate that the sportsmen are really 
,n th e interest of both game dealers and farmers, that 
the birds may not be exterminated,and the farmers thereby deprived 
of the benefits accruing from their insectivorous habits, and the 
game dealers cut off from the profits of their legitimate business; 
but that by stopping both snaring and selling out of season they are 
perpetuating the benefits to both. The Massachusetts Kennel Club 
resized very forcibly the difficulties to be met with, and knew what 
could be and what could not be got through the legislature. They 
also realized that the game laws of the state have been useless 
couvietlous under them being almost impossible. It is safe* tosav 
that the men who Issued the call for the sportsmen to rally and 
look after the game interests of the state had an intelligent un 
derstandlng of the facte in the case. We hope the club will sue- 
°® ed toj e “ lD g its bill a law. If It does, It will have accomplish-

distance ahead of game as to regulating the speed of the gun to 
overtaking the game. Judgment must be used In either case- 
The habit of raising a trifle ahead of all crossing or quartering 
game Is easily acquired if begun with, Is almost always practica¬ 
ble, and always safe; while ralslug behind, though generally 
good If managed with care. Is liable to lead Into bad habits, and 
Is not generally practicable to quick brush shooting. RfUtng on 
the bird and trusting to the motion of the guff In following It, 
will not work, except where the bird Is close or going slow, and 
then It will be hit, If at all, by the edge of the charge. Even 
unon this point many even better shots than myself will no doubt 
disagree with me. The dogmatism of skilful but conceited Ig¬ 
norance is the hardest of all shields against reason or demonstra¬ 
tion. I will give one Instance as a type of hundreds of men of 
unmistakable skill and experience to the field. A man who had 
killed thousands of deer and was beyond all question a skilirul 
running shot, Insisted that ho killed daer crossing at fall ran up 
to 300 or 800 yards, or any distance, not by pulling the rifle In 
from behind, or holding ahead, but by bolding square on the 
spot” he wanted to hit. I did not venture to set up my practice 
against that of such an “old hunter;” so I very modestly figured 
out on a piece of paper that a deer at 200 yards running 
at ten miles an hour (a very moderate gait) would move ten or 
twelve feet while the bullet was getting there.

Port Koval Notes. —Port Royal, Tenn.—Editor Chicago Field-. 

_The quail season which closed In our state February 1st, was 

the best we have bad tor a number of years; more birds and the 
finest shooting we ever saw. The past Winter was unusually 
severe with us, the snow varying In depth from two to twelve Inches 
and remained on the ground five or six weeks. Many sportsmen 
were apprehensive that but few, If any, birds would weather it. 
through; all starve and freeze to death; but we have been out 
once or twice since tbe cold weather abated, popping away at them, 
and saw several unbroken covies, they having escaped hawks, 
hunger, cold, and more destructive than all, the deadly 
breech-loader. Last Fall when the woods were “ In the sere and 
yellow leaf,” and Jack Frost came and blackened the meadows 
and stubble fields, putting them In good plight for huntlug, the. 
“boys” made sad havoc among them; decimating tbeir ranks 
considerably. On holiday occasions they could be heard popping 
away at them, the rapid discharges heard In tbe distance remind¬ 
ing one of tiring on the skirmish line preceding a battle; a 
scene that many of us witnessed and participated In, In this beau¬ 
tiful Southland when the blue and the grey met In deadly con¬ 
flict. We are glad to note that much of the bitterness and sec¬ 
tional feeling growing out of tbe “ late unpleasantness” Is grad¬ 
ually fading away—soon to be a thing of the past. I was glad to 
see so many brother sportsmen from the North and Northwest at 
the late field trials at Nashville, and we extend to them a hearty 
welcome next December, That birds were so numerous with us 
the past season, we think attributable to the fact that many plant¬ 
ers, like the conqueror at Hastings, forbid hunting on their lauds, 
having notices conspicuously displayed, reading: “No hunting 
or other trespass allowed on this farm.” It is often a source of 
disappointment and vexaltou with sportsmen, for It often happens 
that a covey on being flushed will fly a quarter of a mile and drop 
down in a field that Is posted, and then we have to call oil Mack, 
[or the hunt it up. We sometimes say things In consequence 
that we ought not to say If we ever expect to catch any more 
Ash. Bird. 

Lake Kosiikonono. —Janesville, WIs.— Editor Chicago Field: 
—Tbe prospects for duck shooting at Lake Koslikonong this 
Spring are better than they have been for several years. The 
ice on the lake is nearly two feet thick,and when such is the case 
it does not break up for some weeks after the arrival of the birds. 
They are therefore obliged to feed close to shore, where there is 
plenty of cover for " blinds.” 

The accommodations for sportsmen are now almost perfect. 
Duane Starln, the celebrated duck shooter, has just completed a 
large house on Black Hawk Island e*[>eclal!y to accommodate 
them. His house Is only a few rods from the best points, and Is 
easily reached from Ft Atkinson station by cither the river or 
road, three miles. I quote from a letter just received from Mr. 
Starin, In reply to one asking about the shooting prospects: 

“ The prospects are first-class for excellent shooting this Spring, 
the ice In the lake being very heavy. My bouse is not in as good 
shape ss I intend to have it some day, but I hope to accommo¬ 
date and make comfortable all who may come. I have just 
finished a big lot of decoys—canvasback, red head and blue bills, 
and am now at work on eight boats for the use of my guests. I 
have bought a little steamer, capable of carrying about seventy- 
five, and shall run her regularly In connection with the trains ss 
soon as the Ice Is out of tbe river. I do not expect to get rich 
out of it, but it will be bandy for my guests. If any of your 
friends are coming to the lake this Spring you may tell them that 
1 will furnish them board, boats and decoys for one dollar per 
day. D. Starin." 

These rates, with the accommodations named, ought to please 
everyone, and I can say from experience that Mr. Starin knows 
how to cater to a duck shooter’s appetite. The Ice goes out of 
the river about tbe first of April and the birds arrive about the 
tune time. If any of your readers would like to try our Kosh 
konong canvasback shooting they can engage quarters by ad¬ 
dressing Mr. Starin at Ft. Atkinson, WIs R Valentine. 

Thibty-Thrbb Geese at a Shot. —Washington, D. C.— Editor 
Chicago Field: —The beautiful snow is laying below, and we're 
going to go for to have a big blow. “Shoot tbe snipe!” that 
Is an exclamation I have just heard from an irrepressible young 
man near me, and I am of opinion he Is making fun of my poeti¬ 
cal attempt. It is a singular thing how great minds will disa¬ 
gree. I shall not attempt poetry again, and shall, like “Honest 
John,” go Into my hole and draw the hole in after me. 

Saturday afternoon Mr. Livy Frunk and I tried our skill at 
glass balls. We broke all we had except some few, which some 
of the Interested spectators put In their pockets and carried off 
for keepsakes. I find the practice at glass balls Is of Immense 
benefit to poor as well as good shooters, and I shall keep up my 
practice whenever tbe weather permits. 

Ducks are working tbeir way up the river' from the bay and 
fine sport Is bad. The favorite places now are Wlcowlco River, 
fit. Catherine’s Island, and the narrows near that Island. The 
bar olT Blacklaton Island Is a good place for geese and swans, 
and a good many are killed there. Freeman, the lighthouse 
keeper, has a battery built facing tbe bar. Hi* battery Is twelve 
muskets firmly fastened to two heavy timbers, six above and six 
below; these are heavily loaded and connected with the light¬ 
house by a long wire cable. As soon as he see* geese or swans 
near enough be pulls bis wire cable and explodes all at once, and 
then takes his skill and picks up the dead and kills the wounded. 
His most successful shot this year netted him S3 geese. When 
the river Is open he finds a ready sale for Ills game In this city. 
I have become part owuer of a sink box and am anxious to luy It 
out and try my hand. Jack Snipe.

An Expert’ll Opinion. 

The question of sblollahlng the United States arsenals, and of de¬ 
pending largely upon private enterprise for our supply of small eras 
Is jost et present bving widely discussed. Strlctnree have been pasted 
upon the government for lie action In disposing of large numbers of 
arms left over from the War of the Rebellion, hot tbeae etrlclnree do 
not seem to be well founded. To sell theee arms at home for what 
they wonld bring was a moat lodiclons course. Perhape a million bars 
beeu sold, and tr so. over half a million still remain In the sraensle for 
nse. If It be true as baa been elated, that only 22.MD of (have rifles end 
carbines are of the approved “ model,” or best, half a million of tbe 
second beat wonld be euuugh to keep In reserve, end the million of the 
moat Inferior should be sold. I tblnk I may assume that if 
tbe government could have the guns It his sold returned, for no other 
conelderatlon than that It aboulu take good care of them for two yesra, 
tbe coat of tbit cars would amount to more thau the arms would bring 
at tbe end of the period. They were sold not a moment too soon for 
economy. Thoae sold first sold beet. They were all muzzle-loading 
arms— 600,000 of them ” captured muskets”—utterly worthless for tbe 
regular army, too poor to Issue to the militia Why tbe objections to 
tbeir aalet ” Because throwing these gone upon the market at an 
extremely low flgurc. supplied tbe demand for arms wblcb otherwise 
private companies wonla have tilled. Similar salee of amrenoltlou, 
which tbe government had manufactured, also took place to tbe aerloue 
Injury of private eetabllsbnients.” It la clear that It was a wise policy 
of the government to effect a sale, especially at a time when much em 
Igratlou to tbe Western country wee taking place, and the emigrant 
received the benefit In obtaining a comparatively cheap arm. The arms 
sold were mostly Lhoee that private manufacturers had eold onceut e 
round prlco, aud there is no just cause for complaint that they are In 
the way, when It te desired by these manufacturers to sell new arms to 
the Intended settlers. So with tbe ammunition. It haB beeu kept an* 
til It wonld be absurd for the government to bold on to It any longer. 
Millions of cartridges have been "broken up" at great cost for labor, 
and as a result, the material sold for leas than the cartridges In their 
original state would have have brought. Ought the government to 
keep on destroying Ita ammunition Decausa theconenmer may purchase 
too cheaply? , 

to point of fact, the muskets that have been sold have not taken the 
place of those that would otherwise have been furnished by private 
corporations, ft la well known to dealers that they have, generally, 
taken the place of arms that wonld have been Imported. Hence tbe 
government te the better for tbe sale, tbe consumers have hsd better 
arms, and our home manufacturers have suffered but little. 

In this connection It seema proper lo call attention to a fact which 
cseis a reproach somewhere. Under tbe act of Congress authorizing 
the Issue of arms from United States araenala for the use of the militia, 
arms of the must recent make and " approved models " that might be 
counted among tbe nation’s treasures have, UDder the law. been drawu 
by the states, ami eold in the Few Yurt market, at very much less 
than the nation bad lust paid for them. This Is shameful and a detri¬ 
ment to the whole people. Congress should see to it that uo such 
waste of the bounty which It distributes at the ganeral cost Is permit¬ 
ted. Are not Ibe half million arms selected and reserved-excluding 
tbe 28.000 classed ss " approved models "—good enough for Congress to 
furnish for tbe drilling or use of state militia? Tbe government ar 
senate and armurlee should be maintained In perfect order. Tbe 
armory at Springfield la a model, and for tbe purpose to which it Is 
adapted, cannot well be excelled. For the nation to abandon such 
property wonld be to commit snlcide. 

Nevertheless, it may be beet to keep tbeae public manufactories, for 
tbe most part, at rest-ready, however, for nse when occasion happens, 
and in tbe meantime constantly keep op the aapply of arms or tbe 
most " approved models; ’’ these arms to be niaae by private compa¬ 
nies. because they can thus be produced at least coat, and for tbe rea 
ton that if private corporations make the arms required in limes of 
peace, they will be prepared lo aa-1st the nation when an emergency 
arises. It is well to bear in mind that wa were sadly deficient in tbe 
ability to produce arms wherewith to supply onr armies during at least 
the drsl two vetra of tbe War of the Rebellion, and at Its close we were 
using large numbere otinferior tminerted arms— arms doubly nnwortby 
of Uocie Sam. May It not be that the men selected to attend to all 
this, men who are doing nothing else, have studied out the beat course 
to pursue?— Export. In Army and Favy Journal. 

The N. B. A. A. 

The regular monthly meeting of tbe Board of Directors of the Nation 
al Hide Association was held in New York. Messrs. Jones, Cowperth 
waile. Ward, Holland, Falton, Casey, Scott, Storey and Lltchileld be¬ 
ing present, with General Wingate in tbe chair. The committee on 
prize meetings recommended that a number of prizes ‘ in kind” bo 
offered In the various matches, aod that in the case of prizes offered 
from tbe funds of the association tbe winners be allowed tbe option of 
accepting trophies or their cash vaine. In tbe subscription matches 
they thought it Judicious to appropriate Seventy per cent, of the en¬ 
trance money lo be divided Into roar prizes, and that In all military 
matches embracing tbe 300 yards range, competitors be allowed to shoot 
in any position whatever, instead of the “ military position" now com 
pulsory. The skeleton programme, which they submitted to the meet¬ 
ing. was prepared in accordance with theee ideas and was the subject 
of considerable discussion. It was finally approved as it stood, and re¬ 
ferred to the prize committee, with power to till in the description aud 
values of tbe prizes in proportion to tbe ability of tbe association. The 
matches will neas follows: 

At 200 yards—1. Directors* match ; 2. “Short Range** match for stated 
prizes; 8. Match for teams of four, any rifle, stated prizes; 4. “ Military 
Team” match, teams of five raeu, military rifle, for a flag worth $100. 
and other prizes; 5. Subscription match for carbine teams of four men 
6. Subscription match for any military rifle. 

At 800 yards -7. For any rifle, etatedjprizes; 8. Team subscription 
for teams of four men from any clab. 

At .300 yards-9. Subscription match for any rifle; 10. Subscription 
match, for military rifles, any position; 11. For military teams or four 
men, stated prizes, any position; 12. Subscription match for auy rifle 
off-hand. 

At 600 yards—18. For teams of four men, stated prizes; 14. Snbecrlp 
tlon match for any rifle. 

Subscription match for military rifles at 800, 900 and 1,000 yards. 

The •* Leech Cup ’* match. 

Ilunoing deer match, anv number of entries allowed. 

A resolution was adopted recommending a change in the constitution 
hy which clubs of 13 men from tbe National Guard may become mem 
tiers of tbe National Rifle Association at the annual fee of $2 per mao, 
and clubs of al $t .60 per man. A special meeting of the association 
will consider this matter on Tuesday, the 18tb Inst, at 4 d. m., at the 
office of the association. The secretary was empowered to prepare a 
programme of competitions to take place at Creed moor daring April. 
General Wingate and Mr A. H. Weston presented respectively first 
and second prizes for the ** Champion Marksman's Badge" match, and 
received the thanks of tbe board therefor. A committee consisting of 
Messrs. Falton, Scott. Scbermerhorn, Story and Litchfield were then 
appointed to make arrangements for the International Long Range 
Match in conja notion with the team of 1878. The meeting then ad 
joarned.
